Ford traveled to the oil shale mining 
project in early morning, flying by 
helicopter from his vacation home in 
Vail, Colo., to begin a two-day swing 
through four states to spotlight his 
dom estic policies and drum up 
Republican support for his 1976 can­ 
didacy. 
The President will also visit Iowa, 
Minnesota and Illinois before returning 
to Vail late Tuesday night. 
Ford was accompanied by his son Jack 
and a group of advisers, including 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank G. 
Zarb, during the mine shaft tour. 


Project officials who briefed the Presi­ 
dent during his tour said the small model 
operation is now producing about 200 
barrels of oil a day from about 500 tons of 
oil shale rock that is taken from the mine 
shaft, crushed and then heated to about 
800 degrees F.

The Azores Islands in the Atlantic, site 
of a major U.S. air base, have shown 
signs of increasing dissatisfaction with 
the left-wing military leaders in Lisbon 
and have spoken of declaring their own 
independence. The Portuguese colony of 
Timor in the Indonesian archipelago has 
done the same, touching off violence in 
which several hundred persons were 
hurt.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
With only a month left In the 
session this year, the 
legislature rushes into the week 
today with a growing backlog 
that includes a host of tax 
jjjj^ sals and a pay raise for 


E ffo rts to bring down 
medical malpractice insurance 
rates and a measure to turn Uie 
now empty governor’s mansion 
into a conference center also 
are on the legislative agenda. 
Some lawmakers are ponder­ 
ing a try at overriding Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr .’s $27 
m illio n reduction of an 


emergency school aid bill, and 
the governor's five nmnineM 
for the new state Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board undergo 
the scrutiny of the Senate Rules 
Committee Wednesday. 


Hundreds of measures are 
piling up in the routine end-of- 
the-session rush. Sept. IS if Uie 
scheduled date of adjournment. 


Among the tax proposals 
awaiting action are a $40 
million increase on state liquor 
taxes to finance alcoholism 
programs, a $200 million boost 
in the gasoline tax for highways 
and some constitutional 


changes that would make it 
easi^ for government to raise 
taxes in the future. 
Brown opposes both the 
liquor and gas tax raises, but 
supports a pair of proposed con- 
stitutkMial amendments ACA23 
and SCA S3 on the Senate and 
Assembly floors that would 
allow the l^islature to raise 
business taxes by a majority 
vote rather than the two-thirds 
vote now required. This would 
put business on the same 
footing with individual tax­ 
payers. 
the governor has not in­ 
dicated whether he would ^p- 
Chavez vows to 'beat hell' 
out of growers in voting 


FRESNO (U P I) - Farm 
labor leader Cesar Chavez, 
stopping off on his 1,000-mile 
march through the state, vowed 
Sunday night "to beat the hell" 
out of the growers and the 
Teamster Union in the upcom­ 
ing election for California’s 
field workers. 
Chavez’ pledge drew a rous­ 
ing applause at the close of the 
UnitM Farm Worker union’s 
three day constitutional con­ 
vention here. His speech was is­ 
sued to the delegates in written 
form because he said the 
agenda was too full. 
"We pledged to beat the hell 
out of the growers and the 
Teamsters in the elections this 
year," he said. 
Chavez told the 650 delegates 
that even thou^ a new state 
Labor Relations Act allowing 
secret elections by field work­ 
ers goes into effect August 28, 
the UFW struggle was not over. 
"Just because we win elec­ 
tions, that does not assure us 
that the growers will sign our 
contracts," he said. "The 


boycott remains our most po­ 
tent non-violent weapon and the 
surest means of attaining total 
victory and restoring peace in 
the field. 
"We will not stq) (HIT boycott 
activity until the ink is dry on 
our contracts." 
Cliavez also warned m wers 
throughout the state mat the 
UFW would not stand for 
anything but fair elections, and 
he said that included the use of 
the UFW eagle on the ballot. 
"If the growers wish to per­ 
mit the workers to vote free 
from intimidation and coercion, 
the elections will be held and 
the issues resolved in short 
order." he said. "But if the 
employers choose to litter the 
fields with unfair labor and un­ 
fair election practices, then we 
will fight them for a hundred 
years until the final victory is 
ours. The choice is up to them." 
Ouivez, who interrupted the 
final leg of his march through 
the state to chair the conven­ 
tion, will resume his walk to 
Delano later in the week. 


He began the march last 
month in Southern California to 
recruit new members to the 
UFW and to explain the new 
California Labor Relations Act 
to farm and ranch workers. 
Most of the three day conven­ 
tion was devoted to explaining 
the new law and how it called 
for state run secret ballot union 
representation elections. 
Among the several resolu­ 
tions passed by the delegates 
was one calling on the state 
Labw Relations Board, which 
will conduct the elections, to 
allow the use of symbols on the 
ballots for farm workers who 
cannot read. 
"We must have the UFW 
eagle on the ballot so the 
workers w ill know for sure they 
are voting for us." C^vez said. 


As Chavez closed the conven­ 
tion, more than 1,000 delegates 
and UFW supporters erupted 
into cheering, chanting ap­ 
plause, shouting "V iva La 
Causa," and "Chavez Si, 
Teamsters No." 
Brown touches nerve over 
tax uncertainty, spending 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. cut 
off a questioner the other day 
when she began by saying, 
"Governor, you have promis^ 
not to raise taxes..." 
It was an easy-going session 
with college interns, and Brown 
smiled and interrupted, " I 
never say anything that clear — 
there’s always a hedge." 
He ctMitinued, " I said that in 
my first year, I would veto any 
bill that would raise general 
taxes. And, I didn’t define it.” 
For his candid answer, the 
governor got laughter and ap­ 
plause. 
He also touched a nerve 
around the Capitol — the uncer­ 
tainty over taxes and govern­ 
ment spending. 
Right now, there are about $2 
billion worth of proposals 
pending before the legislature. 
Unlike the federal government, 
the state cannot run in a deficit. 


This means every cbllar spent 
must come from somebody’s 
pocket. 


Here are some of the major 
measures that could cost you 
money: 
—A $600 million increase in 
the emplover’s contribution to 
the 
bankruptcy-threatened 
unemployment insurance fund.

He indicates gasoline and 
liquor taxes fall into his 
definition of "general Uxes," 
and therefore he is against any 
increases this year.

"W e don’t even know what 
crime we are investigating. All 
we know is that we have got a 
missing person. 


"But 1 think there will be a 
break They’ve got some ex­ 
cellent investigators on this 
case and 1 think there will be a 
break eventually." 


For Josephine Hoffa, suffer­ 
ing from a heart ailment and 
facing cataract surgery when 
her condition permits it, the 
breaking point came Sunday 
morning while prayers were be 
ing said for her husband’s 
safety in nearby St. Joseph’s 
Roman Catholic parish church.

Israeli cabinet endorses peace 
mission with still a warning 


United Press International 
The Israeli cabinet has en­ 
dorsed Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger’s new Middle 
East peace mission but warned 
of "a number of important sub­ 
jects" still blocking an agree­ 
ment with Egypt. 
The cabinet met in Jerusalem 
Sunday and authorized the 
Israeli negotiating team to 
carry on U.S.-mediated talks 
for an interim peace pact with 
Egypt. 
But a cabinet communique in­ 
dicated Israel and Egypt still 
have several key issues to settle 
before agreeing on a new troop 
separation accord in the Sinai 
Desert. 


"The cabinet adopted the 
positions, which the negotiating 
team had transmitted to the the 
United States, including the 
Israeli position with regard to a 
number of important subjects 
on which agreement has not yet 
been reached,’’ the com­ 
munique said. 


In Vail, Colo., Kissinger said 
Sunday he would leave for Tel 
Aviv Wednesday on a 10-<Jay 
peace mission to Israel, Egypt, 
Syria, Jordan and Saudi Ara­ 
bia. 


“ We think there is now a good 
chance of success," he told 
reporters at President Ford’s 
vacation retreat.

Brandon Alvey, the U.S at­ 
torney in charge of the in­ 
vestigation, said he would file 
affidavits denying the wiretap­ 
ping charges. He said he 
already has searched govern­ 
ment wiretapping records, as 
required in such cases. 
The grand jury will meet 
again Tuesday, when two 
witnesses, Catherine Hearst, 
mother of the fugitive, and 
Walter Scott, Jack’s brother, 
are due to appear 
The grand jury here has been 
investigating the Hearst case 
since last February. Only one 
witness. Jay Weiner, 21, a free­ 
lance sports w riter from 
Philadelphia who is a friend of 
the Scotts, has testified so far. 
Miss Hearst was kidnaped 
from her Berkeley, Calif, apart­ 
ment in February of 1974. She 
later joined her captives in the 
SLA, and is wanted on several 
criminal charges, including 
bank robbery. 
In an interview with UPI 
reporter Thomas Hillstrom 
Saturday, Walter Scott said he 
has no idea as to Miss Hearst’s 
whereabouts. 
Scott said he had been drink- 


ing while taking pain pills and 
was under pressure from the 
FBI when he told reporters last 
Wednesday in Philadelphia he 
had seen Miss Hearst in New 
York City and at his parents'

Wallace raps criticism 


of his state of health 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Alabama Gov. George Wallace, 
arriving to deliver tonight’s 
keynote address at the annual 
convention of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, says those who 
think he’s too unhealthy to run 
for president "are paralyzed 
above the neck."

SAN DIEGO (U PI) - A 
winged missile that could be 
launched from a submarine and 
whisk a nuclear warhead 2,000 
miles almost undetected has 
been developed for the U.S. 
Navy by the Convair Division of 
General Dynamics. 
The missile would be difficult 
to track because its radar im­ 
age is only about the size of a 
seagull, Sen. John Tunney, D- 
Calif., said after a secret brief­ 
ing (Hi the weapon. 
D esigned p rim a rily for 
launch from a subm arine 
torpedo tube, the subsonic 
cruise missile could also be 
launched from ships, aircraft 
and land batteries. 
Convair developed the mis­ 
sile in a competition with Ling- 
Temco-Vought of Dallas to 
provide the military with a 
weapon that could be used for 
either nuclear or conventional 
strikes. Officials also mandated 
that the weapon be hard to stop 
and relatively low-cost. 
Convair could mass produce 
2.000 m issiles, a company 
spokesman said, for 1500,000 
each, considerably less than the 
cost of large ballistic missiles. 
The Convair missile would be 
encased in a cigar-shaped 
stainless steel capsule designed 
for both protection and ease of 
handling 
The capsule would be loaded 
into a torpedo tube, which 
would be flooded and readied 
for firing by the sub’s existing 
hydraulic ejection system. 
At ejection, the missile would 
be pushed from the capsule and 
a lanyard would ignite a solid 
fuel booster charge to ram the 
weapon through the surface of 
the sea. 
As the missile hit air, switch­ 
blade wings would protrude 
from the sides and an air scoop 
would drop from below its bel­ 
ly. At the same time a small jet 
engine would ignite to propel its 
cruise flight, skimming over 
the ocean and directed by 
automatic terrain guidance 
over land.

Bangladesh bloodbath predicted 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - 
Diplomatic sources say divi­ 
sions in the Bangladesh armed - 
forces over a three-day-old 
coupe could lead to a bloodbath 
in the impoverished nation. 
Bangladesh Radio said the 
armed forces commanders sup­ 
ported the new regime, but 
diplomatic sources in New 
Delhi reported differences in 
the military. 
The sources said Sunday the 
differences could lead to 
widescale fighting and blood­ 
shed in Bangladesh, one of the 
world’s most overpopulated and 
underfed nations 
Indian press reports said 
Friday's coup, which took the 


life of Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, 
touched off clashes that killed 
an estimated 200 persons 
Diplomatic sources said the 
army officers who overthrew 
the sheikh, leader of Ban­ 
gladesh since independence 
four years ago, were "young 
turks" within the 40.000-man 
armed forces. 
The young officers promptly 
installed Khondakkar Mush- 
taque Ahmed. Mujib’s conser­ 
vative commerce minister, as 
the new president. 
Diplomats in Hong Kong 
d escrib ed the coup as a 
diplomatic victory for Pakistan 
in its confrontation with India 
mi the Asian subcontinent.

Pakistan was the first coun­ 
try to recognize the new 
government and reports from 
Rawalpindi said Pakistanis ap­ 
peared jubilant over the coup 
The diplomats said the new 
Bangladesh leader is a Moslem 
with little love for Hindu India 
The new government promptly 
renam ed the country the 
Islamic republic of Bangladesh 
"We cannot remain unaffect­ 
ed by these political develop­ 
m en ts in a n eig h b o rin g 
country," the Indian govern­ 
ment said in its first official 
reaction to the coup 
Diplomatic observers in Hong 
Kong said the coup may cause 
trouble for minorities in Ban 
gladesh and India. Any perse­ 
cution of Hindus in Bangladesh 
could bring retaliation against 
Moslems in India 
Even before the coup, many 


Bengalis had come to resent 
what they saw as Indian 
domination of their new nation 
Indians were accused of smug­ 
gling goods between the two na­ 
tions and exploiting Ban­ 
gladesh, 
Bangladesh is a predominant­ 
ly Moslem nation of 75 million 
persons jammed into an area 
roughly the size of Wisconsin. 
The four-year-old country 
won its independence from 
Pakistan in a bloody civil con­ 
flict that culminated in the 1971 
Indo-Pakistani war.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Se­ 
veral key economic indicators 
come out this week — and the 
news will be good and bad, ac­ 
cording to economic officials. 
There will be a real gain in 
the Gross National Product but 
a return to double-digit infla­ 
tion in consumer prices, of­ 
ficials say. There also will be a 
change, as yet unknown, in 
previous predictions of food 
price rises. 
Last month’s preliminary 
report on GNP, which measure 
the value of goods and services, 
indicated a 0.3 per cent decline. 
But data revisions to be an­ 
nounced Thursday will boost 
the second quarter figure to the 
highest level in 15 months, an 
official said. 
"This is no consolation to the 
7.8 million unemployed. But it 
is a clear sign that economic 
prospects are improving and 
that unemployment will be 
reduced." he said. 


Also scheduled Thursday is 
the Consumer Price Index, 
which measures the cost of liv­ 
ing for urban families. But it 
will rise sharply to double-digit 
annual levels because of higher 
food and gasoline prices, 
another official said 
In the early months of this 
year, there seemed to be 
progress in the fight against an 
inflationary trend that topped 
12 per cent in 1974 But the rate 
took its biggest jump of the 
year last month — 0.8 per cent 
for the month and a projected 
annual rate of 9 6 per cent — 
and is expected to rise again for 
July.

Bies finally has winning feeling 


Reds making mess 


of NL East race

Who would have believed the Cincin­ 
nati Reds, ahead by 12Vk games at the 
All-Star break, would be right in the 
thick of the tightest pennant race in the 
major leagues? 
Not too many people, right? 
Well, the Reds are ..only it’s the 
National League East race, where a 
scant 3V4 games separate the top four 
ballclubs and Cincinnati is playing the 
role of spoiler. 
Cincinnati Manager Sparky Anderson, 
who confidently announced his pitching 
plans for the playoffs two weeks ago, 
feels his Reds “owe it to the Mets and 
Phillies to give it all we’ve got against 
Pittsburgh and St. Louis." 
"We’re playing 'em real loose,” 
Anderson said after watching Pete 
Rose’s 2,500th hit propel the Reds to a 3-1 
decision over the Pirates Sunday for a 
sweep of their four-game series. “The 
Pirates are fighting for their lives." 
Indeed they are. 
The loss, Pittsburgh’s sixth straight 
and 12th in its last 13 games, cut its lead 
in the NL East to one-half game over 
Philadelphia, two games over St. Louis 
and three and a half games over the New 
York Mets. 
Pirates Manager Danny Murtaugh, ob­ 
viously dismayed by his team’s anemic 
hitting the past two weeks, refused to use 
Willie Stargell’s absence from the lineup 
with a leg injury as an excuse. 
“We’re not a one-man team," said 
Murtaugh. “We’ve got 25 men on this 
club. The best tonic for us would be to 
have a game where we get 12 to 15 hits 
and score eight or nine runs. Only Dave 
Parker and Manny Sanguillen have been 
consistent at the plate all season.” 
The victory was the seventh in a row 
for Cincinnati, which leads the West by 
17 V» games. Cincinnati has completed its 
season schedules with New York and 
Philadelphia but still has seven games 
remaining with St. Louis and four with 
Pittsburgh. 
Phillies 10, Padres 4 
Greg Luzinski hit his 30th homer of the 


season, tops in the m ajors as 
Philadelphia, which has lost five of its 
last seven games, continued to gain 
ground on Pittsburgh despite its own 
tailspin. 
"You can never tell what’s going to 
happen," said former Pirate Dave Cash 
who tripled home two runs. "You play 
under .500 in a homestand and pick up 
ground. The Pirates were due few a bad 
streak after playing so well this year. 
But there’s still a month and a half to go, 
so there’s no reason to panic." 
Cardinals 8, Braves 1 
St. Louis, which has picked up 12ft 
games in a month, pounded out 19 hits, 
highlighted by Bake McBride’s four 
singles and Ken Reitz’ three rbis. 
To celebrate their rise in the 
standings, the Cardinals have the 
dubious distinction of hosting Cincinnati 
in a three-game series beginning Monday 
night. 
"Cincinnati has to be really relaxed 
right now," said St. Louis Manager Red 
Schoendienst. "But I don’t think that will 
make much difference when we play 
them. I can think of a lot of ballclubs I’d 
rather be playing right now." 
Mets 8, Giants • 
New York, which trailed by 9Mi games 
earlier this month when Roy McMillan 
replaced Yogi Berra as manager, 
received a much needed bullpen boost 
from Jerry Koosman, who saved Tom 
Seaver’s league-leading 17th victory with 
his first relief appearance since May 
1972. 
"We need left-handed strength in the 
bullpen," McMillan said in explaining 
Koosman’s move. "We would like to see 
Jerry come out of the bullpen for the 
next six weeks. Any team would."

Palmer is cooking

After nearly three weeks in cold 
storage, the Detroit Tigers are sizzling. 
But they’re not even lukewarm com­ 
pared to Baltimore’s Jim Palmer. 
The Tigers, who snapped their 19-game 
losing streak Saturday night when they 
blanked the California Angels 8-0 behind 
the two-hit pitching of Ray Bare, made it 
two shutout victories in a row Sunday 
when they stopped the Angels 7-0 on 
rookie Vem Ruhle’s five-hitter. 
The 24-year-old Ruhle, improving his 
record to 10-9, struck out three and 
walked two in pitching his third shutout 
of the year. 
When it comes to shutouts, however, 
Palmer is the master. The 29-year-old 
right-hander notched his ninth of the 
season and 35th of his career, both club 
records, Sunday in leading the Orioles to 
a 4-0 triumph over the Texas Rangers.

Didn't hinder Hall of Famer 


Kiner's handicap: only child

COOPERSTOWN, N Y. (UPI) - 
Ralph Kiner grew up under a handicap 
he never felt like talking about much un­ 
til now. 
Kiner’s handicap wasn’t physical. It 
was more of an emotional one and two of 
the reasons he’s talking about it now, 
first, he has outgrown it, and second, 
he’s being inducted into Baseball’s Hall 
of Fame today. 
Earl Averill, Bucky Harris, Billy 
Herman and Judy Johnson also are being 
enshrined along with Kiner and it never 
fails, every time a man has his likeness 
cast in bronze for the kind of plaque they 
hang up in the Hall here, he always has 
to fight back the old lump in the throat 
telling how he ever got to be a ballplayer 
in the first place. 
Ralph Kiner’s handicap was that he 
was an only child. No brothers, no 
sisters, no father for very long. 
“My dad died when I was four," says 
the big, easy natured former Pittsburgh 
home run slugger who now does the New 
York Mets’ games on tv and radio. "He 
was a baker in Santa Rita, New Mexico, 
and if there ever was anything to this 
theory about heredity and baseball, he 
disproved it completely. He couldn’t play 
a lick. He was such a bad player, they 
wouldn’t let him play. All they’d let him 
do was hold the bats." 
Kiner’s mother, Beatrice, moved to 
Alhambra, Calif., after her husband 
died. She was a registered nurse making 
about $100 a month during the Depres­ 
sion, and she used the money to support 
herself and her boy, Ralph. 
"I was a sports nut," said Kiner. "I 
liked to play every sport and when they 
had the Olympic games in Los Angeles in 
19321 was a track star and all that in my 
own mind. Basically. I got started in 
baseball because of my next door 
neighbor, a fellow named Bob Bodkin. 
"My mother was working all the time 
as a nurse and this Bob Bodkin’s father 
was a semi-pro ballplayer who’d pitch to 


his son all the time. I’d shag. I was about 
11 years old, and I must have shagged 
balls for almost a year before I ever got 
to hit. That really was the thing that did 
it The thrill of hitting a baseball started 
becoming important to me." 
Later, there was another influence on 
Kiner. 
"Again it was a father situation," he 
remembers. “Harry Johnston was a boy 
my age, we both wanted to be profes­ 
sional ballplayers and his dad had played 
professional ball. He also was a pitcher 
and he’d take us around to vacant lots 
and pitch to us." 
"I got a magazine route selling Liberty 
Magazine at the time," recalls Kiner. 
"The magazine sold for five cents. I’d 
get a penny a magazine and had to return 
four cents to the company. I had 20 
magazines to sell a week and it took an 
awful lot of time, all my afternoons after 
school.” 
"So I figured out that it’d be a lot 
easier if I could make a dollar or two on 


the side to pay the company for the 
magazines and use the time in the after­ 
noon to play baseball. I’d bury the 
magazines in my backyard and cut a few 
lawns for 50 cents or so. This worked out 
well for a while. But my mother came 
out to the backyard one day and through 
some circumstance found out the 
magazines were buried there. She 
almost died. She thought I was going to 
ruination, and she sent me to military 
school to do all the things she felt I 
should do." 
Ralph Kiner’s mother would love to be 
here in Coopers town today to see her son 
inducted into the Hall of Fame, but 
that’s impossible. 
She’s 93, she’s in a nursing home in 
Alhambra and she’s blind. She still has 
her mental faculties, however, and is 
very proud of her 52-year-old son, who 
has this to say about her: 
"I think she realizes I didn’t go com­ 
pletely wrong when I buried those 
magazines in the backyard." 


Friend's death dims Baker win 


TALLADEGA, Ala. (UPI) - Buddy

friend, driver Dewayne “Tiny" Lund, 
took the edge off Baker’s second victory 
in three months.

Advertising the system

enough. We should all know 
why it is unfair and inadequate 
if it is ever going to change. 
Can’t argue much with that. 
We wonder, though, exactly 
how realistic this infor­ 
mational campaign is going to 
be. 
From all accounts, the Ad 
Council is getting a pretty sub­ 
stantial portion of its funding 
from the Commerce Depart­ 
ment. Coincidentally, Proctor 
and Gamble may also be 


behind the campaign as that 
company’s former chairman 
was the person who originally 
suggested such a campaign in 
the first place. Spokesmen for 
the program deny those 
charges. 
Be that as it may, we can’t 
fault the basic idea of explain­ 
ing to all Americans how and 
why they find themselves at 
the mercy of various “free 
enterprise” institutions. For 
instance, we look forward to 
learning about free enterprise 
and its relationship to the oil 
industry. We’d be very in­ 
terested, too, in being ap­ 
praised as to how sugar and 
milk prices fluctuate as they 
do in a free m arket system of 
supply and demand. 
We feel, though, that just in 
case the Ad Council found 
itself backed into a corner, 
they gave themselves an out. 
The ads apparently will not ad­ 
vocate the present American 
system outright. Too bad, as 
we are sure we all would 
benefit much more from being 
told how it really is, rather 
than about how it should be.

Wrecking inflation 


There is hardly an area not touched by 
inflation. 
Auto owners, it seems, are getting hit 
twice by inflation - once when they lay 
out hundreds of dollars more for a 
current model than for comparable 
models a year or two ago, and again 
when they hit another motorist. 
The auto insurance 
industry reports that 
the average claim for 
damaged cars is 1455 
this year. This is an in­ 
crease of 31 per cent 
over 1971 and a jump 
of 20 per cent in the 
past 12 months alone. 
A recent industry 
survey showed that 
the cost of “crash” 
parts — the eight 
m ajor p arts m ost 
frequently 
damaged 
in traffic accidents — is running 25 per 
cent higher than a year ago.

Investigating the CIA 


Let’s look at some samples: 
A new fender for a Ford Galaxie 500 
cost $74.10 in 1971 and $76.40 in 1974 but 
surged to $93.55 in 1975. We drive a Ford 
500 Galaxie and we’re going to watch our 
fenders. 
A replacement hood for a Chevrolet 
Impala cost $77.95 in 1971, $79 90 in 1974 
and $103.80 in 1975. 
A door for a Plymouth Fury III cost 
$120.90 in 1971, $132 18 in 1974 and $178.82 
in 1975. 
Even the so-called economy cars are in 
the big-time class when it comes to 
replacement parts. A fender for an AMC 
Gremlin has gone from $63.20 in 1971 to 
$82.95 in 1974 to $99.36 in 1975. 
The reason insurance costs have 
remained fairly stable despite these in­ 
creases is that the accident rate went 
down, thanks mainly to the 55-miles-per- 
hour speed limit and the gasoline cost 
pinch. That is, the higher cost of each ac­ 
cident was offset by the lower accident 
rate. 
All that began to change around mid- 
1974, however, when auto parts prices 
began to go up. The result, warn in­ 
surance spokesmen, is that insurance 
premiums are going to have to go up too.

WASHINGTON — Sooner or later one 
of those game companies will come out 
with a CIA game. Land on a Castro as­ 
sassination plot and you advance 10 
squares to Senate inquiry and another 
shake of the dice. With one revelation 
after another through the sieve of 
Washington leaks, it has all come to 
sound like a piece of 
unreal gamesmanship. 
It is in fa c t a 
profoundly serious 
business with a great 
deal at stake for the 
future of the nation. 
Only partly surfaced 
thus far the fear in the 
executive branch is 
that the intelligence 
apparatus is being 
destroyed. And this 
__ 
concern relates par­ 
ticularly to the in­ 
terlock with intelligence operations in 
friendly countries. 
We are just not getting reports, Britain 
is an example, that might be traced back 
to a source, says an official with respon­ 
sibility for intelligence outside the CIA. 
The fear is that within a week the source 
would be named in newspaper stories 
and that would be the end of a channel of 
information. 
Our opposite numbers abroad, says 
this same official, simply cannot unders­ 
tand what is happening when they see the 
American intelligence system apparent­ 
ly being torn to ribbons. They ask what it 


means about the stability of government 
in Washington and the future of an ap­ 
paratus that more than any other is 
looked to for a careful appraisal of the 
power structure between East and West. 
The British example is only one since 
other allied and friendly 
powers are 
beginning to apply cautionary restraints 
in dealing with U.S. intelligence 
authorities. 
At the same time, the committee of in­ 
quiry headed by Sen. Frank Church is 
proceeding with closed door hearings 
through the August recess. With a 
professional staff of 70, including former 
CIA executives, former ambassadors, 
FBI agents and others with a direct con­ 
nection with intelligence gathering at 
home and abroad, the committee is 
engaged in a thorough review of the en­ 
tire operation. 
Thus far not a single leak has come 
from th e c o m m itte e on w hich 
Democrats and Republicans are working 
in close cooperation. The same cannot be 
said for the Rockefeller commission 
which concluded by shoving off on the 
Senate the whole assassination allega­ 
tion. It is this that currently absorbs the 
Church committee. 
The flood of leaks from a variety of 
sources has generated an atmosphere of 
suspicion and distrust. The motivation 
behind those leaks is one of the dubious 
elements. Politics, and the politics of 
revenge, is surely one motive. 
Competitive reporting by the media, 
giving the old CIA one more lump, is

another factor. The White House is 
suspected among those with knowledge 
of the whole business of some of the 
leaks, the motivation being to discredit 
earlier administrations. 
President Ford said not long ago that 
the CIA was in serious danger of being 
crippled. Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer has said privately it has already 
been crippled. 
In the opinion of this observer, revela­ 
tion of the crimes of the intelligence 
agencies in violation of the guarantees of 
the Constitution must run its course. But 
out of the responsible inquiry of the 
Senate committee, with its broad writ of 
authority, should come acceptance of a 
plan for oversight of a CIA and an FBI 
purged of past abuses. 
While it may be too early for such a 
plan, Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D., Wis., 
joined by 14 other senators, Republicans 
and Democrats, called for legislative ac­ 
tion by March 1, 1976. In a statement 
when he put forward his proposal he 
said: 
“ There can be no question that 
America needs an efficient and produc­ 
tive intelligence apparatus. The nature 
of the work requires secrecy and nonpar­ 
tisanship. But these requirements, in 
turn, demand that the agencies involved 
adhere to constitutional 
and legal 
guidelines; for only then can the agen­ 
cies avoid the controversy which has 
recently enveloped them.” 
That is eminent good sense. It is well 
to recall Richard Nixon’s flight from the 
presidency of just a year ago. With some 
of the abuses built into the system, par­ 
ticularly by the FBI, he might have 
chosen to defy the edict of Congress and 
the country and stay in power. For­ 
tunately he resigned. 
On the other side of the world, Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi chose to destroy 
India’s fragile democracy rather than 
yield to the processes of the law. Retain­ 
ing her power by overriding every right 
of a free people, she has shown the world 
a fearful example of the corruption of 
power. 
We cannot be too complacent, given 
the glaring abuses coming to light, yet 
hopefully we shall survive the current 
ordeal.

U.C. budget 


The public having been treated to the 
annual bleatings over budget allocations 
by the various University of California 
presidents, must find it difficult to dis­ 
cern whether the latest complaints of the 
new president, David S. Saxon, are to be 
taken seriously. 
Speaking before Sacramento’s Com­ 
stock Club, Saxon has taken up the 
cudgel from those who have gone before 
for more state funds to operate the in­ 
stitution. He said the amount allowed by 
Governor Jerry Brown, over $541 
million, is $26 million less than requested 
and is inadequate to meet the needs. 
What makes one feel that this may be a 
case of constantly crying wolf being 
played by U.C. presidents is the fact that 
the appropriation is $100 million more 
than that provided two years ago and $30 
million more than last year. 
Taking the enrollment figures, as they 
are, that amount provides more than 
$4500 per student at a per capita cost of 
$27 for every Californian. 
But that isn’t the full picture. U.C. has 
additionally nearly $450 million more 
from other sources, including over $100 
million in tuition fees, for its operations. 
This makes the total cost average out at 
more than $8,000 per student and ups the 
per capita cost to $50. 
And, while enrollment projects are for 
a 2500 increase this fall it is 5,000 less 
than two years ago. The actual case then 
is that with a near 5 per cent decline of 
students from two years ago general 
fund money has been upped almost 25 per 
cent for the same period. 
In contrast the state colleges will 
receive $499 million from the general 
fund for enrollments totaling 223,000 for 
an average cost of about $2000 per stu­ 
dent. Other sources boost the revalues to 
$702 million or about $3000 per student. 
The colleges however project enrollment 
increases of 5,000 above two years ago. 
U.C. also received about $14 million 
for capital outlay projects. While that is 
a piddling amount in 
contrast to the 
hundreds of millions for operations, 
Legislative Analyst Alan Post recom­ 
mended substantial deletions pointing 
out that enrollments are on the decline. 
He predicted that this decline will con­ 
tinue through the 1980’s with enrollments 
below those of the present. 
There is some explanation for the dif­ 
ferences in cost between the university 
and the colleges in the fact that about 
one third of the UC enrollment repre­ 
sents the higher cost graduate programs. 
Also a significant part of the UC budget 
goes for research, some not directly 
related to instruction. 
It was in connection with research that 
Saxon expressed his fears about UC’s 
future. He said he hopes the economic 
pressures which have compelled Gover­ 
nor Brown to tighten state spending will 
not result in short range savings at the 
expense of long range benefits. He said 
“we at the University do understand the 
seriousness” of the economic situation. 
Presumably the “we” includes the 
Regents as well as himself. On that score 


Gvernor Brown has already indicated he 
would look with less jaundiced eye on UC 
requests if the Regents and Saxon would 
abandon their cavalier useage of UC 
trust funds to provide free mansions <ind 
servants for UC’s president and 
chancellors at an annual cost of more 
than a quarter of a million dollars in ac­ 
tual cash outlay to say nothing of the 
costs in loss of potential income from the 
homes.

a long- 
winded reference to the men who 
operate the gas stations. 
“Because of recent articles appearing 
in the media affecting Ashland,” Davis 
wrote in mid-July, “it is thought ad­ 
visable to once more call your attention 
to corporate policy with respect to such 
matters and to emphasize the sanctions 
with respect to such matters and to 
emphasize the sanctions which could be 
instituted for willful violations ” 
Corporate policy, Davis explained, is 
to “refer all press inquiries relating to 
Ashland” to the company public rela­ 
tions office “Failure on your part to 
adhere to this policy will subject you to 
disciplinary action, including possible 
dismissal.” 
Logan, 20, says he can well understand 
the reasons behind the letter. Ashland 
has had more than its share of negative 
publicity in the past few years. The com­ 
pany has pleaded guilty to making illegal 
campaign contributions to various politi­ 
cians. including Richard Nixon. The 
company is charged with making illegal 
public relations payoffs to foreign 
governments, including Gabon and Saudi 
Arabia; the SEC claims Ashland has 
over the years failed to disclose at least 
$4 million in overseas cash transfers; 
recently, corporate officers have admit­ 
ted employing at least one CIA agent 
whose job it was to spy in Western 
Europe and, finally, the oil company has 
had several legal tangles with Federal 
authorities with respect to retail pricing. 
Logan feels Ashland executives are 
doubtless shellshocked by now, wonder­ 
ing what news bomb will fall next, and 
the letter is an effort to shore up a little 
defense. Nonetheless, he’s unsym­ 
pathetic: “The intent of the letter clear­ 
ly is a violation of my civil liberties.” As 
Logan understands it, freedom of speech 
is protected and not subject to arbitrary 
narrowing, thus he believes the Ashland 
l e t t er to be “ r i d i c u l o u s ” and 
counterproductive. “People get angry 
when freedoms are abused,” he adds, 
angry enough to strike back. 
For its part, Ashland says Logan’s dis­ 
jointed nose is the result of “a mis­ 
interpretation” of the Davis letter. Cor­ 
porate publicist issues can’t be analyzed 
by people on the retail level.” Ashland s 
controversies involve a myriad of laws 
and events. Wiley adds, of which the 
fellow at the bottom of the ladder is often 
ignorant. “But when WXYZ television 
comes to an Ashland station, the guy in 
uniform is used as a company 
spokesman. That’s not good for anyone 
involved, and it’s what we’re trying to 
prevent.” 
Logan, a college 
student and can­ 
didate for council office is his com­ 
munity. agrees that employes often mis­ 
understand the big corporate picture. 
“But we still know what’s going on at the 
local level. For example, there is an or­ 
dinance in my town requiring service 
stations to post their prices prominently 
on the roadside. Well, over the July 4 
holiday, when Ashland told us to increase 
our pump price from 51f to 57f, it also 
told us to take down our roadside signs. 
That way motorists would not know the 
difference until they drove in. The 
Ashland action was wholly illegal and 
nobody knows it any better than the peo­ 
ple who pump their gas. ” 
Beyond the local picture, moreover. 
Jim Logan believes the fact of an 
employe's status within a company is 
irrelevant to his constitutional rights. 
Thus he passes on the Ashland letter as 
an example of the abuse to which some 
giant corporations subscribe. He may be 
fired for this action, he knows, but that 
doesn't matter. What matters is that cor­ 
porate America not be allowed to create 
conditions whereby liberty ends at the 
company gate.
